Angus Gavin, general manager of Ducks Un¬ 
limited of Canada,, told trustees of the United 
States organization: 

“Ducks Unlimited has turhed 1,700,000 acres of 
parched, useless prairie lands into a waterfowl 
hatchery, but we have not touched more than 10 
per cent of those barren lands. 

Reclamation and conversion of the waste lands - 
into a giant chain-lake region,” Gavin said, would

Who is going to feed these 
hordes of ducks he envisions while they are on their 
migratory flights? After last year’s experience, when 
the Vulcan area alone lost an estimated $400,000 
worth of grain from duck damage without any hope 
of recompense or future control, the prospect of fatten 
ing even larger flocks of ducks for the benefit of Am¬ 
erican sportsmen would hardly be greeted with cheers 
by Canadian grain farmers.

THE FARMER AND THE- CITY

expressions of regret that boys 
born on the farm move into the 
cities and the place which once 
knew them now knows them no 
more. Many of the chaps who 
write these stories were born on 
the farm. Some of them, as they 
write their prophecies of the na¬ 
tions downfall, shed a tear for the 
old farm but wouldn’t go back to 
it—not for anything in the world. 

The Pioneers 

Throw sentiment to the winds. 

Let us examine the facts. This 
country was populated first by the 
early French settlers. Then came 
the Anglo-Saxon group, Scotland 
-rput that first on the list, my 
mother came from there—then 
the English and Irish. They had 
been brought up where land was, 
scarce arid dear, where the land¬ 
lord, rather than the man of mil¬ 
lions, was the man of power and 
destiny. It was only natural that 
they should turn to farming in 
the new world. They are the real 
pioneers—the landlords in Cana¬ 
da were relatively unimportant. 

The life of the pioneer was hard 
and stern. He lacked modern 
equipment of the kind we now 
possess. With crude tools he clear¬ 
ed the land. It was a. difficult 
task. If you doubt that statement 
find a big green stump, fresh-cut, 
then try digging it out by the 
roots. # 

Huge stones were removed toy 
piling on top of them a load of 
eld knots and limbs from the bush 
They split the stones with fire, 
then carted them away. The work 
was arduous. They had little time 
for leisure. It took the youth and 
spirit out of the pioneers. They 
were old at fifty and the next 
generation—the youth of those 
days—made up their minds to 
leave" the farm, get into the city. 

It meant lighter work and it was 
closer to educational facilities for 
the coming generation. They 
would find or make a job for 
themselves. They grew older but 
their sons and daughters did not 
go back to the farm they knew 
their history, they built the cities. 

The Farm Revolution 

Cqme the change! The grain 
cradle is no more. It appears only 
In museums—the farm is a new 
place, modern machinery enables 
<ne man to do the work of many 
but hired help is harder to get. 

The movement from the farm to 
the city seems to have tapered off 
a bit. The return movement is 
not making great progress but 
there is every reason to believe 
that it may take place. 

Countervailing forces are at 
work. The cost of living has in¬ 
creased. Wage rates are high in 
the cities but the thoughtful may 
wonder if the new rates will hold. 

In the past wars have led to de¬ 
pressions and though some seem 
to think that we can now control 
the business cycle and that there 
Will be no depression while there 
are others who 'bold divergent 
points of view. When* wages are 
raised prices go up. Labor re¬ 
ceives today approximately the 
seme percentage of the product 
produced as it received sixty years 
ago.

Earlinorth Tomato 

A new, early producing, heavy 
yielding tomato for the backyard 
grower in areas where tomato 
growihg is difficult, is now avail¬ 
able to the public. This new tom¬ 
ato is called Earlinorth because 
of its persistent habit of produc¬ 
ing ripe fruit under cool, adverse 
growing conditions. It is an origin¬ 
ation of the Lethbridge Experi¬ 
mental Station and for some 
years was known by- a number, 
Lei hbridge-3700, Selection 1. 

This tomato is the first select¬ 
ion out of a cross between Farth¬ 
est North and Polar Circle. At 
Lethbridge it is the earliest tom¬ 
ato variety to ripen fruit Its 
fruits are rather rough in appear¬ 
ance but are of good size and pos¬ 
sess excellent quality. In the more 
difficult growing areas, the ap¬ 
pearance of a tomato is not too 
important as long as its fruits are 
ripened outdoors before frost. 

For a number of years, many 
hundreds of trial samples of this 
tomato have been sent out under 
its number, and reports that came 
back indicate its potentiality in 
the cool areas. Response from 
gardeners throughout the north¬ 
ern prairie regions and other un¬ 
favourable tomato areas indicates 
that this tomato Tills a need. 
Wherever other kinds of tomatoes, 
particularly the smoother, longer 
seasimod types, are readily grown, 
it is’ not recommended that this 
tertlato be tried. Seed of this tom¬ 
ato is not available commercially 
but small samples can be obtain¬ 
ed by writing to the Horticulture 
Section, Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lethbridge, Alberta.
